grew tn fauor with all, fo that his fame [pred to the Court 
of Alexander, (who hearing of his [kill i Painting, gane 
foorth 2 commandement, that none fhould parnt his Pic- 
ture but onele Apelles) this wicked Antiphilos (the Gerse 
fhape of foame,and fellow to alldiffemblers €§ flatterers ) 
with forged 66 falle accufations practi[ed prinely to bring 
Apelles sto difpleafure and difgrace with King Ptolo- 
meus, (who ao deerelte lowed Apelles, and had him i 
great eftimation ). Yet he could not bring to paffé his pur- 
pofed practife : for the King through his deepe wi[edome

In 
tke manner, Mafter Banedter my decre and lowing friend,
